Miss   Graves    Elected 

E.  Loneta  Graves,  vice-president  of 
financial  and  administrative  affairs 
at  Northwestern  has  been  elected 
vice-president  of  the  Association  of 
Louisiana  College  and  University  Per- 
sonnel Administrators. 

Miss  Graves  was  named  to  the  post 
during  a  meeting  in  New  Orleans 
of  personnel  administrators  from 
institutions  of  higher  learning  across 
the  state. 

In  addition  to  her  duties  as  vice- 
president  of  financial  and  administra- 
tive affairs  at  Northwestern,  Miss 
Graves  is  the  university's  Equal  Em- 
ployment Opportunity  officer  and  is 
in  charge  of  personnel. 

Miss  Graves,  who  was  controller  and 
director  of  personnel  at  Northwest- 
ern before  being  elevated  to  the  vice- 
presidency,  has  been  a  member  of  the 
university  staff  since  1943. 

Sanders   Receives  Grant 

Dr.  Dana  Sanders,  assistant  profes- 
sor of  biology  at  Northwestern,  has 
received  a  $7,217  research  grant  from 
the  U.S.  Corps  of  Engineers  to  con- 
duct research  on  the  effects  of  field- 
applied  laser  radiation  on  Water  Hya- 
cinth. 

The  grant  was  awarded  to  Sanders, 
who  has  become  one  of  the  state's 
leading  researchers  of  acquatic  weeds, 
in  September  and  will  expire  June 
30,   1974. 

The  use  of  laser  radiation  in  con- 
trolling Water  Hyacinth  has  been  un- 
der study  for  several  months  in  labo- 
ratory experiments  controlled  by  the 
U.S.  Corps  of  Engineers,  but  North- 
western is  the  first  institution  to 
test  its  potential  in  the  field,  Sand- 
ers said. 

According  to  Sanders,  the  U.  S. 
Corps  of  Engineers  is  applying  the 
laser  radiation  to  the  aquatic  weed 
in  Lake  Concordia  near  Ferriday. 
The  Northwestern  scientist  and  NSU 
graduate  student,  Virginia  R.  Van 
Sickle  of  Natchitoches,  are  conduct- 
ing the  study  on  the  effects  radiation 
has  on  the  plants.

Murphy  J.  Sylvest,  a  1917  graduate 
of  Northwestern,  has  donated  his 
extensive  private  library  to  NSU's 
Eugene  P.  Watson  Memorial  Library. 

Sylvest,  who  attended  Northwestern 
when  the  institution  was  known  as 
the  State  Normal  School,  operated 
for  many  years  Sylvest  Psychological 
Services  in  New  Orleans  and  served 
as  psychological  consultant  before  re- 
tiring last  year. 

Northwestern  president  Dr.  Arnold 
R.  Kilpatrick,  who  arranged  the  do 
nation,  said  Sylvest  expressed  appre- 
ciation to  the  university  "because  be 
was  a  disadvantaged  youth,  and  the 
school  gave  him  the  foundation  for 
a  successful  professional  career." 

President  of  the  student  body  and 
an  honor  student  at  Northwestern, 
Sylvest  later  became  director  of  the 
training  school  and  of  teacher  educa- 
tion at  Southeastern  Louisiana  Col- 
lege. During  his  career,  he  has  coun- 
seled professionally  more  t'  "  10,000 
persons. 

Donald  MacKenzie,  Nortnwestern 
librarian,  said  the  more  than  300 
books,  mostly  in  the  field  of  psychol- 
ogy, which  Sylvest  presented  to  the 
university  "is  an  exceptionally  fine 
specialized  collection  in  an  area  which 
the  library  is  trying  to  develop." 

Brown  is  Honored 

H.  Alvin  "Cracker  Brown,  profes- 
sor of  health,  physical  education  and 
recreation  at  Northwestern,  has  been 
selected  to  receive  the  Honor  Award 
of  the  Louisiana  Association  for 
Health,  Physical  Education  and  Recre- 
ation. The  award  was  presented  dur- 
ing the  association's  three-day  state 
convention  in  Lafayette. 

The  top  award  presented  by  the 
2,500-member  state  association,  the 
Honor  Award  goes  to  persons  who 
have  made  outstanding  contributions 
to  the  field  of  health,  physical  educa- 
tion and  recreation.  Brown  was  cited 
for  excellence  in  the  area  of  physical 
education. 

The  LAHPER  established  the  Honor 
Award   in   1958  to   be   given   only   to 


outstanding  members,  and  six  mem- 
bers of  the  Northwestern  Department 
of  Health,  Physical  Education  and 
Recreation  faculty,  in  addition  to 
Brown,  have  won  the  award  since  it 
was  established.

Demon  Basketball  To  Have  New  Look 


It  may  sound  like  a  difficult  assign- 
ment, but  Northwestern  State  Uni- 
versity's Demons  are  gunning  for  a 
"Turnaround"  Basketball  season  in 
1973-74. 

The  Demons  of  Coach  Tynes  Hilde- 
brand  and  assistant  Jack  Herron  will 
have  a  new  look  this  year  in  an  at- 
tempt to  wash  away  the  memories  of 
a  6-19  record.  NSU's  coaching  staff 
has  added  five  players  from  the  mili- 
tary ranks,  eight  freshmen  recruits 
and  a  junior  college  transfer  to  go 
with  five  returning  lettermen  and 
three  sophomores  up  from  the  fresh- 
man team. 

Although  losing  Ail-American  guard 
Vernon  Wilson,  Northwestern  counts 
three  returning  starters  in  junior 
center  Reggie  Grace  (6-8),  junior  for- 
ward Errick  Hunt  (6-5)  and  senior 
guard  Greg  Procell   (5-11). 

Expected  to  join  that  trio  in  the 
starting  lineup  are  ex-military  stars 
Howard  Hughes  (5-9)  and  Bernard 
Holder  (6-7).  Hughes,  an  All-Air 
Force  selection  twice  and  a  member  of 
the  All-AAU  team  in  1972,  could  well 
be  the  quickest  player  to  ever  wear  a 
Demon  uniform.  Holder's  strong  points 
include  rebounding  and  shooting  touch 
inside  and  outside. 

Grace,  Hunt  and  Procell  all  aver- 
aged right  at  12  points  per  game  and 
should  be  much  improved  over  last 
year.  Grace  and  Hunt  both  hit  over 
50  percent  of  their  field  goal  attempts 
while  Grace  averaged  more  than  10 
rebounds  per  game.  Procell  swished 
better  than  79  percent  of  his  free 
throw  attempts  and  led  the  team  in 
assists. 

Slated  as  the  Demons'  sixth  man  is 
sophomore  Nelson  "Satch"  Sanders, 
a  6-foot-5  leaper  who  lettered  last 
year.  He'll  spell  both  Holder  and  Hunt. 

Top  reserves  battling  for  playing 
time  will  be  freshman  center  Dale 
Dunnavant  (6-5),  freshman  forward 
Larry  Bivens  (6-4),  freshman  for- 
ward Rob  Southerland  (6-5),  fresh- 
man forward  Billy  Reynolds  (6-5), 
junior  guard  Doug  Brinson  (6-0)  and 
freshman  guard  Jesse  Kemp  (6-0). 
Dunnavant,  Bivens  and  Brinson  are 
former  military  players  while  South- 
erland, Reynolds  and  Kemp  were 
high  school  stars  last  season. 

Providing  depth  will  be  junior  cen- 
ter Rod  Sullens  (6-5),  sophomore 
forward  Cecil  Thibodeaux  (6-3), 
junior  forward  Ed  Johnson  (6-3),  sop- 
homoi^  guard  Gerry  Jenkins  and 
freshman  guard  Googy  French  (5-8). 
Sullens  is  a  junior  college  transfer 
while  Thibodeaux  and  Jenkins  are  up 
from  the  freshman  team.  Johnson  let- 
tered last  year. 

"We  expect  to  be  a  better  ball  club 
overall  than  we  were  last  year," 
says  Hildebrand.  "We  don't  have  the 
one  great  player  like  Vernon  Wilson, 


but  we'll  be  able  to  put  five  good 
players  on  the  floor.  And  we  should 
have  a  strong  bench  because  we've 
got  some  good  young  players  to  gon 
with  the  players  we  got  from  the  mili- 
tary." 
Hildebrand  agrees  that  to  go  from 


a  6-19  season  to  19-6  will  be  a  tough 
act,  but  adds,  "We're  playing  a  mighty 
tough  schedule  early.  If  we  don't  do 
badly  against  people  like  Northeast, 
McNeese,  Centenary  and  Stephen  F. 
Austin,  then  we  have  the  potential 
to  have  a  good  year."
